All other household hazardous waste items can be 
brought to the satellite facility the fourth Monday of the month 
during January, April, July and October.

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Some Curious and Unique Weather

"Some curious and unique * 


weather occurs along the lee 
shores of the Great Lakes dur- 
ing the winter." Those are the 
words of Professor Val 
Eichenlaub in his classic book 


I thought of Professor 
Eichenlaub's words last week 
as I watched the news reports 
from Cleveland, Syracuse, 
Grand Rapids and other com- 


munities unlucky enough to be' 


on the "lee shores of the Great 
Lakes. 

As you probably know, these 
towns were buried under sev- 
eral feet of snow. It was a 
heavy, wet snow - the kind of 
snow that makes a perfect 
snowball but also the kind of 
snow that pulls down tree 
limbs, collapses roofs and dis- 

- rupts power lines. 

Yes, this would certainly fit 

the category of "curious and 

- unique weather". Three feet of 
snow in three days is certainly 
unique. 

Yet, even more peculiar was 
the way that all that snow 

“formed. You see, last week's 
1. big snow did‘not come from a 
- storm. No, all that snow was 
‚ created by a stiff wind and the 
- waters of the Great, Lakes. It's 
called lake-effect snow. 

Cold arctic air rushing across 
- the relatively warm waters of 
- the Great Lakes are the ingre-

dients for lake-effect snow. 
Last week, the environment 
was set up in textbook fashion. 

The Great Lakes are, by mid- 
western standards, still fairly 
warm. Water temperatures 
were in the upper 40's and 
lower 50's, But, the air temper- 
ature was positively frigid. 
Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland 
and Syracuse all reported the 
mercury in the upper 20's and 
lower 30's. 

But, it was even colder about 
one mile up in the atmosphere. 
There, the temperature hov- 
ered around zero. And, it was 
this icy cold air that charged 
across Lakes Superior, 
Michigan, Huron, Erie and 
Ontario all last week. 

As the cold air streams 
across the warr lakes, it is 


' warmed a bit and becomes 


more humid. As the air warms, 
it becomes less dense and 
begins to rise, forming clouds 


and eventually, lake-effect 
snow. As long as the wind 
keeps blowing and the air 
remains cold, the snow will 
continue to fall. 

Usually in one unfortunate 
location. It is not uncommon to 
have as much as 50 inches of 
snow fall in a narrowly concen- 
trated zone. For example, on 
December 10, 1937, four feet of 
the white stuff buried пог егп 
Buffalo. Yet, the south side of 
town had only flurries. 

Oswego, New York has had 
some legendary snowfalls. 
From December 7-11, 1958, 
over 66 inches of snow fell. 
And the five day total for 
January 27-31, 1966 was an 
incredible 101 inches. 

These highly localized 
storms effect only areas near 
the lake, generally extending 
inland no more than twenty 
miles. So, it is not uncommon 
for a traveler to encounter bliz- 
zard conditions near one of the 
Great Lakes, yet experience 
bright sunshine, calm winds 
and beautiful weather less 
than 30 minutes away. 

Lake-effect snowstorms are 
unique to the Great Lakes-it 
truly is a weather feature they 
can call their own. Only the 
Great Lakes have the right 
combination of geographic fea- 
tures to create this most 
unusual of storms. 

The folks of Cleveland who 
fre still knee-deep in snow 
must be very proud.

Take it as seri- 
ously as you would a doctor's 
appointment. 

* Promise yourself that you're 
just going out for a quick walk; 
say five minutes. Once you're out 
thére, you'll probably walk farther. 

* If you can't fit a long walk 
into your day, try to squeeze in 
several short walks. 

* Start a streak—an uninter- 
rupted series of days where you 
walk for at least ten minutes. A 
streak is a terrible thing to break. 

* Set a short-term goal, like a 
certain number of milés a week 
and reward yourself for it. 

If you're beginning, stick with 
short walks (10 or 15 minutes) at. 
first and build up. 

Btart every walk with a few 
minutes of easy strolling to warm 
up; it helps loosen and warm your 
muscles and reduces the chance of 
injury. Finish with some simple 
stretches to keep your body supple 
and ready for tomorrow’s walk. 

For long-term health, aim to 
walk 30 minutes per-day, six or 
seven days a week. For weight loss 
and longevity, walk 45 to 60 min- 
utes per day and for performance- 
level fitness, walk 20 to 60 minutes 
at a fast pace, five or six days per 
week.

Florida, a bonanza to archaeologists

Learning something new about something old 
explains part of archaeology's lure to legions of 
amateurs who follow their passion despite bug 
bites, bad food and non-existent plumbing, says 
a University of Florida anthropologist. 

“There is nothing quite like holding a 10,00- 
year-old stone spearhead in your hand and try- 
ing to recreate why it was made and how it was 
used,” said Barbara Purdy, a UF anthropology 
professor emeritus and author of the new book 
“How to do Archaeology the Right Way.” 
Although a painstaking science, archaeology is 
also a very human science because it connects 
us to the people of the past.” 

Yet the drama of discovery is rare, compared 
.to the drudgery of the work and occupational 
hazards of field sites that are sometimes remote 
and primitive, she said. 

Purdy encounters many’ people’ who say they 
have always wanted to be archeologists. “Most 
of the time archaeology is not exciting at all,” 
she said. “It is dirty, tedious, underfunded work 
that carries the danger of bug bites, snake bites, 
bad weather, bad food, and in some cases, bad 
company.” 

Florida is a bonanza to archaeologists because 
with rich, water-saturated peat bogs beautifully 
preserve ancient wood carvings, whole hickory 
huts and squash seeds, which give valuable 
dietary clues. Even human brain tissue is some- 
times found preserved, she said. 

“Archaeologists around the world are simply 
amazed at the information we have in Florida,” 
said Purdy. “One wonders why everybody gets 
80 excited about the Ice Man of the Alps — one 
mari with a few tools -- when we have unbeliev- 
ably spectacular sites in Florida like Windover, 
where brain tissue was found oozing out of 
human crania." 

"Whenever there is a traveling exhibit like 
King Tut or gold masks from China, literally 
millions of people try to see them," Purdy said. 
"But the skills involved in fashioning some of 
the materials we have in Florida are equally as 


great as the skills needed to fashion gold or sil- 
ver or stone." 

The sprints are one feature of Florida's natu- 
ral environment that draws increasing numbers 
of amateurs @ archaeology, be it to search for 
rare Paleo-Indian artifacts, treasures from 
17th-century shipwrecks or fossilized remains of 
Pleistocene mammals, Purdy said. By identify- 
ing and reporting these underwater sites to pro- 
fessional archaeologists, amateurs perform a 
valuable service for professional archaeologists, 
many of whom do not dive. 

Amateur and professional archaeologists have 
maintained a love-hate relationship over the 
years because, while amateurs can help the pro- 
fessionals, they can also foul up scientific 
research when they dig improperly and plunder, 
Purdy said. “Since professionals go about their 
work very systematically, they don’t have time 
to open up as much territory and are less likely 
to find pristine, beautiful pieces,” she said. 
“That's why all the real goodies are in the hands 
of amateurs.” 

One of the most common mistakes amateurs 
make is not collecting everything they find at a 
site. "They'll take only the spearheads, or the 
pottery bowls, or maybe a human skull and put 
it on their mantle,” Purdy said. 

If they find stone spearheads with pottery 
shards, they take Only the spearheads because 
the pots are not intact, she said. 

“How often are you going to find a whole pit?” 
she said. “Archaeologists use the shards to date 
and interpret the people’s way of life. Because 
the time period is often in limbo, these pieces of 
pottery are important.” 

Pottery indicates that a site is younger than 
4,000 years because ceramics did not exist in 
Florida before then, she explained. 

Despite some bad examples, many amateurs 
yearn to learn proper techniques, often joining 
local archaeology groups to do so, Purdy said. 
And in a rapidly growing state like Florida, the 
biggest future threat to the state’s archaeologi- 
cal heritage comes not from the amateurs, but 
from development, she said.

grief during the holidays

What is the best Christmas gift for a person 
who is grieving? 

Fortunately, the most thoughtful present is 
inexpensive, fits all sizes and is sure to be 
appreciated. It is the gift of peace - actions and 
words that will help restore a peaceful feeling to 

journer’s heart. 

layne Rydberg, an expert grief counselor on 
the Human Resburces staff of Aid ‘Association 
for Lutherans (AAL), says friends or relatives 
can provide special comfort during the holidays 
if they know what to do. 

“The message of Christmas is “peace on earth, 
goodwill toward men.” You can help restore 
peace in a mourner simply by showing that you 
care.” said Rydberg. 

Here are specific things to say or do during 
the holidays to help someone who is hurting: 

* Help with daily tasks. Don't just say, "Call 
me if I can do something.” Go to the mourner’s 
home and help with housekeeping, grocery 
shopping, running errands or transporting chil- 
dren. (An important tip: When housecleaning, 
stick to the public rooms such as the living 
room, kitchen and family room. Avoid private 
rooms associated with the departed, such as a 
master bedroom; office or child’s room. A 
new mourner may feel upset by your bustling 
around and cleaning in that area.) 

* Don't force holiday festivity. Don't insist on 
decorating the mourner’s house or putting up a 
Christmas tree. You may only make the person 
painfully aware of the contrast between the 
cheerful trappings and their deep sorrow. Invite 
the person to come to your home or go to a holi- 
day activity, but if the mourner refuses, don’t 
insist. A grieving person needs quiet time to 
reminisce, morn and plan how they will live in 
the future. 

* Phone and listen. Call the mourner and let 
the person talk. Don't try to switch the subject 
away from the death or their grief. Don't tell 
the mourner to get over it, to think about some- 
thing else'or to get involved with activities or 
new relationships to help forget the death. 
Mourning?is a process of adapting to the loss. 
Talking openly helps. 

Also, different people take different lengths of 


time to complete the adaptation process. Some 
accomplish it in a brief time; others take years. 
There is no “right” or “normal” length of time to 
grieve. 

And, even when a person has adapted, the 
holidays may cause the pain to come back 
because the loved one is no longer present to 
share in the celebration. Be willing to listen - 
again. 

* Let the mourner cry. Offer your shoulder or 
your ear, and let the grieving person cry - as 
long as thé mourner needs to. The person will 
feel accepted, understood and safe. 

* If the grieving person is progressing, give 
support, not advice, 

As a mourner starts to move out of despair 
and begins to redefine daily life and the future, 
avoid saying, “You should...” or “You 
shouldn't...” 

Let the person find his or her own answers to 
the questions, “What do I want in my life now? 
Who do I want in my life now? What do I want 
of myself in this moment? What do I want to 
become?" Show support for the person's deci-, 
sions, or at least their right to make their own 
decisions, 

* Create a special holiday card. Start with 
such words as, "I offer you peace. Peace is found 
in the presence of people who care. I care. May 
you find peace in my words." 

Then express appreciation for your loved one's 
"unique talents and gifts. Tell them from your 
heart how much you care about them. Express 
confidence that - in their own time, in their own 
way - they will adapt to their loss and will con- 
tinue to lead a meaningful life. If appropriate 
for the person, remind them of spiritual teach- 
ings that would be helpful to them. Promise to 
be there for them. End with a wish for peace in 
this holiday season and in their future.

Flood insurance can

For many Floridians, the American dream 
includes owning their own home on the beach or 
beside a picturesque river or lake. In pursuing 
this dream, however, they should carefully con- 
sider the likely need for flood insurance. ' 

Florida's 1,300-mile coastline'is an inviting 
target for the storm surges of an incoming hur- 
ricane. In fact, flooding caused most of the prop- 
erty damage associated with Hurricane Opal 
last year and Tropical Storm Josephine this 
October. Thankfully, the 1996 hurricane season 
ends Nov. 30. But tropical storms and hurri- 
canes are not the only concern. Regardless of 
the season, torrential rains can cause water to 


overflow the banks of creeks, rivers or lakes, or 
cause flash flooding of other low-lying areas 
where saturated goma can't absorb the water 
quickly enough.

unaware that standard. homeowners insurance 
doesn't cover damages from a storm surge or 
other flooding. Too often, they discover the need 
for separate flood insurance only after a disas- 
ter strikes. More than two thirds of the homes 
and commercial buildings located in flood-prone 
areas of the United States are not covered by 
flood insurance. Moreover, those who do buy 
flood insurance often do so to satisfy their mort-, 
gage requirements, but neglect to insure the 
contents of their dwelling.

Flood Insurance 


Those who live in high-risk 
areas of Florida should consid- 
er purchasing flood insurance 
for their contents as well as 
their home. Homeowners who 
don't know if they live within 
the 100-year flood plain can 
check the special maps kept by 
their county planning office. 

Flood insurance is sold by 
insurance companies under the 
National Flood Insurance Pro- 
gram (NFIP), created by 
Congress in 1968 to deal with 
increasing flood losses and 
costs to taxpayers for disaster 
relief.

Historical opportunity for South Florida anglers 


Submitted by GFC 
Chance to make freshwater 
fishing history got a lot better 
for South Florida anglers on 
ANov.. 1 when the International 

Game and Fish Association 

(IGFA) added the Butterfly 

Peacock Bass to its line class 

records. 

The Butterfly Peacock Bass, 

a native of Central America, 

was introduced to Dade Coun- 

ty canals in 1984 by the Flori- 

da Game and Fresh Water 
(Fish Commission (СЕС), said 
Paul Shafland, director of the 
GFC's Non-Native Fish Lab in 
Boca Raton. 

Shafland supervised the 
Butterfly Peacock stocking 
program which re-vitalized 
freshwater fishing in South 
Florida. This super predator 
feeds off the abundant popula- 

ion of tilapia and other unde- 
sirable exotic fish found in 
South Florida canals and adja- 


f 


cent ponds. 

The IGFA all-tackle record 
for a Peacock Bass was set on 
March 11, 1993 by Jerry 
Gomez who caught a 9.5 
pound Butterfly Peacock in 
Kendall Lake in Dade County. 

FC electro-shock surveys 
documented the presence of 
10-pound Butterfly Peacocks 


in the system. 

Now the IGFA has opened 
all line-classes from two to 20- 
pound-test to the Butterfly 
Peacock. Any legally caught 
Butterfly Peacock weighing 
more than ONE pound quali- 
fies as a world-record unless 
someone else has already 
caught and reported a larger 


.one on the same test line. 


Shafland ‘predicts. that 
many world record Butterfly 
Peacock catches will be record- 
ed in the coming months. 

“Twenty years ago people 
would have called you crazy if 
you told them that anglers 
would one day fish for a world 
record Peacock Bass in the 
Dade.atd Broward county 
canal system," Shafland said. 
“It’s ironic, but anglers in 
South Florida probably have a 
better chance of catching a 
world record Butterfly Peacock 
than anglers fishing for them 
in their native range.” 

Shafland bases his conclu- 
sion on information gathered 
from Florida anglers and with 
anglers he met during two 
trips to South America. 
“Anglers consistently reported 
catching larger Butterfly Pea- 
cock in South Florida than in 
South America,” he said. 


“The proportion of large fish 
in the South Florida popula- 
tion appears to be greater here 
than in the Butterfly Peacock's 
native range. But don't feel too 
sorry for these South Ameri- 
can anglers since they com- 
monly catch the much larger 
Speckled Peacock Bass that 
commonly grows to sizes larg- 
er than 15-20 pounds,” he said. 

Butterfly Peacock Bass can 
be caught in most metropoli- 
tan canals, ponds and lakes in 
the Miami and Ft. Lauderdale 
area. Shafland cited Airport 
Lakes in Dade County as a 
premier Butterfly Peacock 
Bass fishery. The lakes are 
located just south of Miami 
International Airport. 

Shafland recommends 
anglers use live shiners or fish 
imitation artificial baits such 
as the Rapala. Small top-water 
lures and flies are also effec- 
tive. Plastic worms and cray- 
fish imitating lures -- so effec- 
tive for Largemouth Bass -- 
are not recommended for But- 
terfly Peacock Bass. 

“Anglers hoping to break an 
IGFA record have another 
advantage,” Shafland said. 
“The canals are typically kept 
weed-free, and anglers using 
light-tackle don’t risk getting 


hung-up on the many stumps 
and rocks found in the pea- 
cock’s native range in South 
America.” 

More information about 
record Butterfly Peacock Bass 
opportunities may be obtained 
from the IGFA, 1310 East 
Atlantic Blvd., Pompano 
Beach, Fl 33060.

Those anglers who catch big 
Butterfly Peacocks that fall 
shy of a world record can 
receive recognition through 
the GFC Big Catch Program, 
according to Shafland. 

“A high quality Big Catch 
Citation featuring a color print 
of Butterfly Peacock is avail- 
able to adults who catch one 
that weighs at least 5.0 
pounds, or is 18-inches long," 
he said. 

"Anglers 15-years old and 
younger can qualify with a 
3.75 pound or 13-inch Butter- 
fly Peacock," he said. Informa-

"To help 
maintain an ecological bal- 
ance and preserve mustangs 
and burros as ‘living legends’, 
BLM gathers and offers them 
for adoption." 


To get to the Arena from I-

The Adopt-A-Horse pro- 
gram began in 1973 to control 
the increasing populations of 
horse herds on Federal lands. 
Prior to the late 1950's, wild 
horses were preyed upon by 
“mustangers”, people who cru- 
elly rounded up the horses 
and sold them for slaughter. 
This activity, however, was 
outlawed in 1971 when 
Congress passed the Wild 
Free-Roaming Horse and Bur- 
ro Act. This law protects wild 
horsés from extinction and 
preserves them as "living 
symbols of the historic and 
pióneer spirit of the West". 
Under Federal protection, the 
wild horse herds increased 
rapidly since they have no 
natural predators. 

The horses have to compete 
for limited forage and water 
with native wildlife and 
domestic livestock that also 
graze public lands. In 1973, 
the government began remov- 
ing excess numbers of wild 
horses in order to achieve des- 
ignated herd management 
levels. As part of this manage- 
ment activity, the BLM estab- 
lished the Adopt-A-Horse and 
Burro Program and made the 
animals available to people 
who would agree to give them

In order to 
transport the animal(s), 
adopters must have a solid 
constructed horse trailer, 
preferably a stock trailer, 
with a covered top and 
sideswing back gates (drop 
ramps are not permitted) 
along with halters and lead 
ropes. BLM contract crews 
sort, halter and load the ani- 
mal(s) onto the adopter's 
trailer. A mare and foal or two 
grown horses will NOT be 
loaded in a two-horse trailer.

977-5430. Only those receiv- 
ing prior approval of their 
applications, either over the 
phone or in person by close of 
business January 6, 1997 will 
be eligible for the lottery 
drawing.

about 170 pounds and about 


five feet, eight inches in 
height”. The Miami 
Metropolis reported that 
Wells would be easily recog- 
nized as he had three gold 
teeth in front and “his face 
is pox marked”. 

Sheriff Baker declared 
that “every possible avenue 
of exit was closely guarded 
and that he felt sure he 
would be captured soon. 
The newspaper reported 
that Wells was hiding “in 
the swamp” and that the 
swamp was being “guarded” 
by the posse. 

The Sheriff also reported 
that the “population” at the 
scene of the murder “was 
very much aroused over the 
deed” and that “everybody” 
was searching for Wells. 
The Miami Herald reported 
that, in addition to the 
posse of six counties, “Many 
posses of citizens, joined 
the search. The citizen 
“posses” may have more 
akin to “mobs” which were 
incensed over the killing of 
a white deputy by a black 
man. It should be noted 
that in a similar incident in 
Homestead two years later, 
the posse (mob?) lynched 
three black men after a 
black man killed the white 
town marshal. 

Sheriff Baker returned to 
the Everglades on Aug. 30 


and brought Mrs. Douglas, , 


the widow of the slain 
deputy, to West Palm Beach 
to visit her wounded son. 
Howard Douglas was 
reported to be in "consider- 
able pain" and was "holding 
his own, and his condition 
had become no worse". Mrs, 
Douglas left on the mail 
boat:on Sept. 2 to réturn to 
her home in Bare Beach 
after her son's condition 
was reported as "improv- 
ing". Howard did recover 
from his wounds but lost a 
lot of blood. Howard was 
probably saved by his stuff- 
ing his own bullet hole with 
a corner. of his shirt to stop 
the bleeding. 

Also, on the boat with 


Sheriff Baker and Mrs. 
Douglas was the wife and 
niece of Sam Wells who, on 
the order of Sheriff Baker, 
were taken into custody and 
transported to the jail in 
West Palm Beach. Ruth 
Beardsley reported that the 
"Wells family and their 
friends were under surveil- 
lance" for some time after 
the murder. 

Wells' wife and niece were 
brought to the jail by I.C. 
Gay of Bare Beach, a broth- 
er-in-law of Deputy Dou- 
glas. Gay later became cus- 
todiah of the old Palm 
Beach County courthouse in 
the 1930's and 1940's and 


-was well known to all those 


who worked at the court- 


house. 
The search for Sam Wells 
quickly spread to six 


adjoining counties. Posses 
in each county were “main- 
taining guards on all the 
paths and canals in their 
counties". The posses paid 
particular attention to the 
canals as it was believed 
that "travel through the 
wild Glades away from 
waterways would be out of 
the question and beyond 
human endurance". 

The Miami Herald and 
Miami Metropolis reported 
that Dade County Sheriff 
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Louis А. Atfén-fscoured the 
county in the vicinity of the 
(Miami) canal for a number 
of miles above Miami" all 
day on Sunday, Aug. 28. 
The search was the head- 
line story on page one 
("Officers from Three Coun- 
ties Look for Slayer") of the 
Miami Metropolis on Aug. 
29. 

Dade deputies M.H. 
RoRolfe and Joe Byrd “went 
up the canal in a launch 
and searched the banks but 
without avail”. Sheriff 
Allen and Miami Det. Harry 
Morris made “day ahd night 
searches in the countryin 
the vicinity of the canal”. 
Later reports indicated that 
the Dade: authorities 
searched for more than 28 
miles above Miami. 

Dade authorities sur- 
miséd that the fugitive 
would likely “make an 
attempt to come down the 
canal by rowboat to Miami. 
in hopes of securing а^ 
steamer for the Bahama 
Islands". They also believed 
that Wells was hiding in 
some wild section of the 
Everglades but that he 
would be forced to come out 
and either surrender or else 
make an attempt to escape 
before many days as it was 
almost impossible to secure

enough food with which to 
maintain life in the wild 
and unsettled parts of the 
Everglades where he was 
believed to be hiding. (Mia- 
mi Herald, 8/30/21.) 

Wells still had not been 

captured three months later 
when the Miami Herald 
reported that he had been 
tracked to Miami. The 
search for Wells indirectly 
led to the killing of Miami 
Officer Ricard Roy Marler, 
34, who was accidentally 
shot on Nov. 28, 1921, by a 
Dade County deputy as he 
was hiding in the Deering 
Estate while attempting to 
capture Wells. 
4 Descendants of Deputy 
Douglas were told that 
Wells was never captured. 
There are no extant crimi- 
nal court records for Palm 
beach County for this time 
period and thus no way to 
confirm that he was never 
captured an prosecuted. If 
captured and hung he 
would have been one of the 
last to be hung in Palm 
Beach County as the state 
took over executions after 
1924. Historian Ruth Rob- 
bins Beardsley confirmed in 
her 1973 book that Wells 
was never arrested.
